As the horse is kept for bis muscle, he must 
have food to supply muscle; but great muscu­ 
lar exertion requires more rapid respiration, 
and this respiration is sustained by the car­ 
bon of the food; therefore, there must be a 
proper balance between the carbonaceous and 
nitrogenous elements of the food. 
We wish 
to impress upon the mind of the farmer, that 
the animal which is dependent upon its mus­ 
cle for its value mu3t have quite diflereat 
treatment from the animal grown for flesh or 
milk or wool. 
Like produces like. 
It is the tuuscle-form- 
ing elements in the food that produce the 
muscular development in the animal. 
Cornmeal contains ten per cent, of muscle- 
forming food, and sixty-eight per cent, of heat 
and fat producing food. 
This Is too large a 
proportion of carbon aud too little of nitro­ 
gen, either for properly developing the coll or 
sustaining the horse under great muscular ex 
ertion. 
It is loo heating and fattening, the 
treat type of food for making beef. 
Let us ex 
amine a few of the foods sometimes employed 
for feeding horses. 
Of nitrogenous or muscle-forming food, the 
oat contains 15 per cent. ; the pea 24 ; oil 
meal 26; wheat and rye bran IC; barley IO; 
millet 14; timothy hay IO; red clover IG to 18 
percent. 
Of carbonaceous, or beat and fut- 
forming elements, the oat contains 55 to 60 
percent. ; the pea 51; oil meal 42; wheat 
and rye bran 55; barley 65; rye flour 62; mil­ 
let 62: timothy hay 47; red clover 40 |>er 
cent. 
The oat, as will be seen, contains four of 
carbonacceous to one of nitrogenous food,and 
Ihls proportion has been found lx?st for the 
development of muscular force in the animal. 
If we take a mixture of timothy and clover 
hay, we shall find the proportion the same.— 
Clover is very rich in muscle-forming food,and 
tiiis explains its eflect In growing rangy young 
animals. 
The fast horse men long since deci­ 
ded in favor of oats as Hie best tvi>e of food 
to develope the muscular power. 
Our neighbors of the Dominion ale produc­ 
ing horses much sought after by street rail­ 
road and otnuibus companies on our side of 
the line. 
These horses are found to be more 
muscular, more supple of limb, capable of 
more endurance, stand pavements better,have 
sounder feet, aud are serviceable years longer 
than Western horses fed so largely on Indian 
com. 
The Canadian horse owes its muscular 
superiority to tile clover, oats, and i>eas upon 
which it is fed — Lf re Mort, Farm amt Fire- 
side Journal.

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Indian Corn and Horse». 
As the horse is kept for his muscle, he must 
have food to supply muscle; but great muscu­ 
lar exertion requires more rapid respiration, 
and this respiration is sustained by the car­ 
bon of the food; therefore, there must be a 
proper balance between the carbonaceous and 
nitrogenous elements of the food. We wish 
to impress upon the mind of the farmer, that 
the animal which is dependent upon its mus­ 
cle for its value must have quite diflerent 
treatment from the animal grown for flesh or 
milk or wool. 
Like produces like. 
It is the muscle-form­ 
ing elements in the food that produce the 
muscular development in the animal. 
Cornmeal contains ten per cent, of muscle- 
formine food, and sixty-eight per cent, of heat 
aDd fat producing food. This is too large a 
proportion of carbon and too little of nitro­ 
gen, either for properly developing the coll or 
sustaining the horse under great musculur ex­ 
ertion. 
It is too heating and fattening, the 
best type of food for making beef. 
Let us ex­ 
amine a few of the foods sometimes employed 
for feeding horses. 
Of nitrogenous or muscle-forming food, the 
oat contains 15 per cent. ; the pea 24 ; oil 
meal 26; wheat and rye bran 16; barley 10; 
millet 14; timothy hay 10; red clover 16 to 18 
per cent. Of carbonaceous, or heat and fat- 
forming elements, the oat contains 55 to 60 
percent. ; the pea 51; oil meal 42; wheat 
and rye bran 55; barley 65; rye flour 62; mil­ 
let 62: timothy hay 47; red clover 40 per 
cent. 
The oat, as will be seen, coutains four of 
carbonacceous to one of nitrogenous food,and 
this proportion has been found best for the 
development of muscular force in the animal. 
If we take a mixture of timothy and clover 
hay, we shall find the proportion the same.— 
Clover ¡3 very rich In mu3cle-forming food,and 
this explains its eflect in growing rangy young 
animals. The fast horse men long since deci­ 
ded in favor of oats as the best type of food 
to develope the muscular power. 
Our neighbors of the Dominion are produc­ 
ing horses much sought after by street rail­ 
road and omnibus companies on our side of 
the line. These horses are found to be more 
muscular, more supple of limb, capable of 
more endurance, stand pavements better,have 
sounder feet, and are serviceable years longer 
than Western horses fed so largely on Indian 
corn. The Canadian horse owes its muscular 
superiority to the clover, oats, and peas upon 
which it i3 fed.—Liee Nocí-, Form and Fire­ 
side Journal.

18. Brain, bone and muscle are built of 
diflerent material,

the brain-worker 
should have food different from the muscie- 
worker. 
He is not thoroughly educated who. 
cannot select food adapted to his meaDs. 
19. Avoid corsets, and suspend no article 
oí clothing from the wai3t. Protect every 
part of the body from chill and exposure. 
20. Study hygiene, attend health lectures 
and read health literature. As you are ignor­ 
ant or intelligent in physiology will your hab­ 
its be wise or otherwise.

Wo find that tho heat obtained from one 
iou of coal, if properly applied to Hie surface 
i water of a canal seventy feet wide and one- 
, half mile long, will bo sufficient to prevent 
congelation for a single day.

of four months, there are net, on an average, 
more than sixty full days on which the tem ­ 
perature I# Ive low the freezing point, and it 
would, therefore, be ODly on those days that 
the heat need be supplied.

Mr. Beecher is responsible for ike statement 
ihit the cheapest and easiest men to buy up 
in legislatures are farmers. Wall street with 
all its financial fusses is really more honest 
then the same number of men ia agriculture 
and possibly almost any vocation which does 
not deal strictly in money. The reason is sim­ 
ple. Men may never have stolen anything or 
cheated anybody who would yet fall before the 
first temptation that oflered much of a prize. 
Genuine honesty is a trained quality, like 
speed in horses. 
Old Ben Franklin’3 theory of storms seems 
likely to be admitted as the true one, despite 
the many new ideas on all subjects which have 
arisen since that philosopher left us. We are 
glad to know of this, because he certainly 
ought to have left some useful legacy to his 
countrymen to offset the immense amount of 
damage he did by means of his “ Poor Rich­ 
ard ” maxims. Any man who was capable of 
deliberately saddling posterity with the “ early 
to bed and early to rise ” adage, which has 
made miserable more young lives than even 
tho .Assembly’s catechism, cannot atone for It 
by anything less that good weather prophe­ 
cies for five hundred years. 
If yesterday’s advices concerning the killing 
of young Leggett at Cornell are reliable, there 
exists a more fearfully demoralized condition 
of things at that institution than we at first 
supposed. President White, who,with two or 
three of tbe professors, is a member of the 
Kappa Alpha, says lie is opposed to those 
ceremonies of initiation to that society which 
transcend the regular formula, and which in 
this case produced a fatal result. 
Further, if 
Cornell wants freshmen it had better oppose 
with all its authority the pernicious practice 
of “ hazing” them, which barbarism seems to 
have Bprung into new life at Ithica. “There is 
no royal road to mathomatics,” said Euclid 
to Ptolemy, but there seem3 to be a devilish 
road to knowledge established over precipices 
where old “Raw-lIead-and-Bloody-Bones” 
chief instructor. Let us abolish it. 


Pistols or Powders ! 
The defence in the Stokes case make the 
point in the present trial, as they did in tho 
former onc3, that Fisk would not have died, 
had it not been for medical mal-practice. In 
other words they tried to show that the per­ 
foration of Fisk’s body was a smalt matter 
compared with tho damage done by Tripler s 
probe and morphine powders. This is not a 
new line ot defence in capital cases, but it 
raisea certain practical questions rather diffi­ 
cult of solution. For instance, this: it raises 
an Insoluble doubt as to whether there can be 
such a thing as murder in the eye of the law, 
unless the victim dies immediately and on the 
spot when and where assailed. Wo say, if 
subsequent incidental forces and influences 
are to be taken into account iu determining 
tbe gross cause of death, theu any action up­ 
on the body of the wounded party, or any 
moving of that body, or any excitement pro­ 
duced iu the mind of tho injured man, m ay 
turn the scale and insure a fatal result. Then 
it comes to be a nice query how far these ac­ 
celerating or deciding events were avoidable, 
or how far they were necessary attendants up­ 
on the oflence itself. 
Next, we are reasonably led to ask bow far an 
oflence is to bo mitigated by a favorable acci­ 
dent. If a man pushes another into a rapid 
and deep stream of water with tho avowed 
purpose of drowning him, and the intended 
victim saves himself by swimming or by cling­ 
ing to a piece of driftwood, how much dis­ 
count does this purely accidcutal salvation 
make on the nature of tbe crimo? Morally, 
there was murder dene, legally there was not. 
Briefly, with all our nicely worded statutes 
and fine classification of acts of wrong doing 
there is little substantial justice done. We 
hang men enough, perhaps, but we do not 
often enough haug tho right man for precisely 
the right reason. Motive, admitted or proved, 
should decide the question of crimo and its 
grade. Whether death does or does not result 
may be and often is a thing with which tbe 
degree of culpability of the malefactor has 
nothing whatever to do. That Stokes meant 
to kill Fisk nobody doubts. If so whether tho 
powders and probes helped or hindered his 
ultimate demise may be a curious question for 
lawyers and doctors, but is of very small con­ 
sequence to society at large. 


An Idea B oiling Hoi. 
A method has been laid liefore the Senate 
Transportation Committee to keep the Erie 
canal open during the winter. It is simple 
and perfectly practicable. Jack Frost is en­ 
joined from locking the locks and blocking 
the “ levels” in future. The gallant boatman 
can staud gaily at the belm of hi3 broad- 
breasted gondola in January even as ia June, 
and shout in dulcet and encouraging tones to 
the persevering pedestrian who labors to keep 
pace with the dancing mules. But our en­ 
thusiasm is running away with our judgment; 
we should have stated the plan by which those 
triumphs are to be accomplished. 
It comprises two boilers and 4,000 feet of 
steam pipe to the mile. By keeping the con­ 
tents of these boilers in constant ebullition 
and tbe pipes laid on the bottom of the “great 
ariery” constantly filled with steam, not_a 
(^tn of insidious ice ttin as a bridal veil or a 
politician’s lie can gather on it3 soft and sil­ 
very surfaee. Tbe cost of applying this in­ 
valuable iuvention is hardly worth mention­ 
ing. For a paltry two millions the pipes of 
prosperity and power can be placed in posi­ 
tion to defy the dreary winter of the canal- 
ler’s discontent. To the infinitesimal ex­ 
pense of the original machinery would of 
course bave to be added a bagatelle of some 
eight or nine hundred thousand dollars per 
season to keep it in running order. But our 
legislators cannot certainly be so bliud as to 
allow themselves to be influenced by a false 
and specious economy when Genius stands 
trembling and eager to send an artificial gulf- 
stream right through the greatest channel of 
their trade. We think we know those gentle­ 
men too well to admit the contemptible pre­ 
sumption. Our legislature ¡3 careful hew It 
spends the people’s money, hut it is not quite 
iuiotic. No, we shall have this improvement; 
the noblest and bc3t improvement we were 
ever blessed with since the immortal ditch 
wa3 dug. Shade of DeWitt Clinton ! And 
then to think what illimitable progress In mor 
ais appears before the moving tenants of 
these mule-drawn municipalities, the canal 
boats. No more will they need the diminu­ 
tive stove to clutter tho cabin, nor ihe abbre­ 
viated length of pipe to till their watchful eyes 
with uutimely smoke. The canal will 1m? 
full ci boiling water and therein will all 
things be cooked. Tied by a few feet of dis­ 
carded tow-line will drag astern the juicy 
round of succulent beef. Contained In con­ 
venient basket will swim and boil the highly- 
flavored cabbage and the nourishing hen 
fruit. Toil will have passed away and the 
face of the gentle spouse of the manly Ixiat- 
tnan will beam with gratitude while her lips 
tenderly move as she recites hymns and p;i3 
sages of remembered scripture.

President 
Frailey of Philadelphia called the body to or­ 
der and thp proceedings opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. Goodwin of Chicago. A del­ 
egation of tbe New York Produce Exchange 
were admitted to seals with a welcome. There 
was a large attendance, nearly every city in 
tbe country being represented. 
B. F. Culver, President of the Chicago Eoard 
of Trade, delivered an interesting address of 
welcome on behalf of Chicago nnd her busi­ 
ness board. 
President Frailey briefly and happily re­ 
sponded In an eloquent tribute to Chicago. 
The report of the action of the Executive 
Council for the past year recommends en­ 
couragement of American ship-building by 
the allowanca of baunties for building, whether 
the materials used be foreign or American; 
condemns the credit system of the government 
promises to pay and the national banks found­ 
ed thereon, and demands a currency resting 
on a specie basis; condemns the policy of 
banks in paying interest on call deposits; fa­ 
vors the government regulating inter-state 
transportation and the reduction of rales, so 
that the producer may share in the profits of 
his produce, and condemns the system of wa­ 
tering stocks, so that dividends are paid on 
fictitious representations of value. 
The convention proceeded to the election of 
officers, Mr. Smith of Milwaukee, presiding. 
President Frailey was unanimously re-plected. 
Upon resuming the duties of I resident he 
made a brief address of thanks. 
The following vice Presidents were elected: 
C. E. Culver, Chicago; S. T. Covington, Cin­ 
cinnati; E. P. Dorr, Buflalo; II. P. Bridge, 
Detroit; Henry J. Latshaw, Kansas City; 
Win. E. Smith, Milwaukee; J. C. Johnson, 
Newark, N .J.; Wm. M. Burwcll, New Or­ 
leans; George Opdyke, New York; C. J. 
Hoflman. Philadelphia; C. C. Persey, Port­ 
land, Oregon; 15.K. Bonner, St. Louis; P>. F. 
Nourse, Bostou. 
Pending the election the Chairman appoint­ 
ed Messrs. Howe of Chicago, Boynton of New 
York, Marsh of Kansas City, Davis of Cincin­ 
nati and Haskell of Portland a Committee on 
Credentials, to couslder new applications for 
membership or the Board. 
A delegation from the Dominion Board of 
Trade was announced and received on the 
platform and welcomed by the President.

David Dudley Field certainly deserves the 
praise of all other truly good men for his man­ 
liest desire to chain the devil and hurrv up 
the millenium. 
Mr. Field is a lawyer, and as snch might l>e 
supposed to have an interest in keeping the 
world in hot water and postponing the day 
of peace and brotherhood indefinitely. But 
no man but is sometimes better than his 
creed and higher than tho average of his pro­ 
fession. Mrs. Stowe tells us in “ Oldtown 
Folks” that although all the ministers and 
deacons in New England just at the close of 
the Revolution solemnly attested and believed 
that nine-tenths of the population of the 
earth would finally go to hell, nevertheless 
they discredited their own theory sufficiently 
to smoke many a quiet pipe and drink many 
a steaming bowl of consolatory flip. So not­ 
withstanding Mr. Field’s aforetime intimate 
relations with the Erie Railroad, ihe aspira­ 
tions of his soul would compass nothing less 
than the end of quarreling and the abolition 
of war.

from freezing in midwinter: 
Wo find that tho heat obtained from one 
ion of coal, if properly applied to the surface 
water of a canal seventy feet wide and one- 
liulf mile long, will bo sufficient to prevent 
congelation for a single day. 
In our winter 
of four months, there are net, 011 an average, 
more than sixty full days on which the tem­ 
perature is below the freezing point, and it 
would, therefore, be only on those days that 
the heat need be supplied. This would give 
120 tons of coal pet mile of canal for 
the winter, or for a canal 
thirty-five 
feet wide, sixty tons per mile. 
The Erie 
canal is 350 mile3 long, and 011 this basis 
it would require 42,000 ton3 per annum, at a 
cost of say $4 per ton (delivered on tbe canal) 
equal to $168,000 per annum for coal, or 
about four times what a large steamshifTwould 
consume annually. It is quite unnecessary to 
argue that the amount of coal proposed to be 
used as above wiil be sufficient for the purpose, 
although personally I do not doubt but that il 
will so prove, but instead of two tons per mile 
per iliem, double it and call it four tons, or, if 
you please, say eigut tons, and even then the 
difference in cost, as far as coal is concerned, 
is as nothing when compared with the magni­ 
tude of tho interests involved. What is be­ 
lieved to be here proven is that tho “ scheme” 
is practicable, at a small comparative cost as 
regards fuel. The second point to be con­ 
sidered is tiie means of so applying the 
heat 
that 
it 
may 
be evenly 
dis­ 
tributed over the surface of the water. To 
each mile of canal I propose to use two boil­ 
ers, located one-half a mile apart,from each of 
which two steam pipes, each 1,000 feet long, 
run in opposite directions, along one bank of 
the canal. These pipes are to lie floated about 
four inches below the surface of tbe water, by 
I icing attached, every few feet, by wires, to 
small floats, sufficient to sustain their weight, 
which floats are in turn to be fastened some 
six feet distant from the water’s edge, where 
boats could not interfere with them in passing. 
By this arrangement the pipe would always 
fltiat at the same depth, whether the water was 
high or low in the canal, and it3 heating 
power would not be impaired by contact with 
the mud ou the bottom or sides of the canal. 
The heat radiated from the pipe is absorbed 
by the water, which heated water rises to and 
spreads over the surface,its constant distribu­ 
tion being aided by the passage of boats and 
the disturbance arising from lock swells. In­ 
tervals of about 600 feet would occur between 
the extreme ends of the different pipes, but 
the current would carry the wanner water 
past and over those intervals. The boiler, or 
rather healer, 1 propose to use is simple and 
inexpensive. It consists of a series of iron 
coils, located in consecutive brick chambers, 
(the furnace being 111 the first chamber,) 
through which chambers tiie heat passes 
successively until ¡1 is ail absorbed in the water 
within the coils. The cold water is pumped 
into the coil in the further; chamber, passing 
through ail of them until it leaves the first 
coil, directly over the fire, in a boiling state, 
and rushes into the pipe, into the canal,. and 
then branching off into the pipes running cacli 
way 1,000 feet. There would be no economy 
in using steam instead of boiling water, as 
five times as much fuel is required to convert a 
given quantity of water into steam as to bring 
the same water to a boiling point, and the heat 
derived in either case would be the same. That 
is five gallons of boiling water discharged into 
the pipe would give as much heat as one gal­ 
lon converted into dry steam. One important 
advantage in the use of boiling water would 
be gained, as water retains its heat so long 
that it would flow warm from the end of the 
pipe, 1,000 feet off; white steam gives up its 
heat so rapidly that the pipe would be cold 
some 600 feet from tbe boiler, and although 
tbe same amount of heat w ould bo obtained 
in either case, it would not be so evenly dis­ 
tributed by using steam. The pipe in the 
canal would not need to exceed two inches in 
diameter, and the furnace coils could 
be made of 
twa and oue-hulf 
inch 
pipe, their comparative 
size3 being as 
sixty-four to one hundred. 
A steam pump 
and small supplemental boiler run by the same 
furnace will pump from the canal for heating 
coils, and the exhaust steam from the pump 
will be returned to the canal, as also, If do- 
sirablw hatever heat may escape through 
the up take, although if the furnace is proper­ 
ly constructed, the amount will be nominal. 
These heaters, with boiler and pump attached, 
can lie built at a cost not to exceed $1,500. 
The cost per mile of applying this improve­ 
ment to a canal and of maintaining the same 
annually would be:

§ 5. If a majority of all the ballots indorsed 
Appointment or oicction of chief judge and as- 
soeiato judges of tho eonrt of appeals and of 
justices of the supreme court” shall be in the af­ 
firmative, then the said officers shall not after 
said cloctiou be elective, but, as vacancies occur, 
they shall be filled by appointment by tho gov­ 
ernor, by and with tho advice and cousent of the 
senate, or if the senate be not in session, by the 
governor ; but in such caso ho shall nominate to 
the senate when next convened,and such appoint­ 
ment by the governor aiono shall expire at the 
end of that session ; but if tho majori-y of said 
ballots bo endorsed be in the negativo, theu tho 
said officers «hall be elective, as heretofore. If 
a majority of the ballots indorsed “Appoint­ 
ment or election of judges of city and county 
courts” shall contain on the inside the question 
as hereinbefore provided, answered in ihe af­ 
firmative, then the said officers meutioned in tho 
said questiou shall nol after said election be 
elective, but as vacancies occur they shall be 
filled by appointment by tho governor, by aud 
with the advice and consent of tho senate, or if 
the senate be not in session, by tho governor ; 
but in such caso he shall nominate to the sen­ 
ate, when next convened, and such appointment 
by the governor alone shall expiro at the end of 
that session; but if a majority of the ballots 
so indorsed shall be answered in tho negative, 
then the said officers shall be elected as hereto­ 
fore. 
§ 6. It shall be tho duly of the secretary of 
State to cause tbe said questions, together with 
tho farms of the ballots as herein specified, to be 
published in two or more newspapers in each of 
the counties of this state, tbe same number of 
times prior to the said eloctlon as is now re­ 
quired by law to be published of the officers to 
bo elected and the offices to bo filled at such 
oloction; such newspapers to be designated by 
tho Secretary of State in the manner now pro­ 
vided by law for designating newspapers to pub­ 
lish election notices; but no neglect or failure 
to publish or informality of publication shall 
mnair tho validity of such clcotion. 
§ 7. It shall be the duty of the secretary of State

51. The comptroller ami secretary of state shall 
be ehosen at the same general cloction, and for the 
same term as the governor. The persona holding 
the offices at the tim e when this section shall take 
effect shall continue to hold the Banie until the first 
day of January next succeeding the first election 
ot comptroller and secretary of state, pursuant to

{ 2. The attorney-general and state engineer and 
surveyor shall be appointed by tbe governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold their offices un­ 
til the end of the term of the governor by whom 
they shall be nom infted, aud until thetr successors 
are appointed.
